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A Le-Hi-Ho member recently asked 
me if it were true that no one on the 
current newsletter staff is using their 
actual name. When I acknowledged it is 
true, he commented, ''Well, I guess we 
won't see any editorials urging people 
to come out."’ Not necessarily. 

Of course, coming out is an intense- 
ly personal decision, and no one should 
pressure you to do so. It has been said, 
however, that much of the acceptance we 
have achieved since the Stonewall riots 
is partially a result of tens of thousands 
of us coming out to our families and 
friends. I think there is some validity 
to that, considering the educational 
efforts of groups such as Parents of 
Gays and Spouses of Gays. Each person 
we come out to, who eventually accepts 
us as individuals and gays, minutely 
changes the collective attitude of society. 
That change is multiplied if the parent 
or friend we come out to and educate is 
a clergyperson, mayor, personnel 
director, police chief or other in- 
fluential person, 

If you are considering coming out, 
there is help available. Articles have 
been written and seminars are even held 
(see the "Calendar" in this issue). 

Iam committing heresy now, I 
know, but perhaps not everyone should 
come out in their present situation. I 
know of an individual here in the Valley 
who literally contributes thousands of 
dollars annually to gay rights organi-

zations. This person is not ''out" and 
feels that doing so would probably have 
negative financial effects. The gay 
movement is always in need of money. 
Is this person not serving the cause 
better by contributing money rather 
than coming out and not being able to 
give? 

In my case, it is ironic that because 
Iam not completely "out" I am active in 
the gay movement. [am out to my 
entire family, most of my friends and 
even some work associates. I have not 
made a general announcement at work, 
although I'm told my sexual orientation 
at times has been the subject of specu- 
lation on coffee breaks and around the 
water fountain. The injustice of being 
forced to hold back this aspect of my 
life to ensure my continued career 
advancement has motivated me to do 
what I can to change things. "Bloom 
where you are planted," as they say. 

If you feel you can't come out, for 
whatever reason, I suggest that is a 
very good reason why you should do 
what you can to improve the status of 
gays in our society. The days when we 
were powerless are gone. There is 
much you can do even if you are not 
"out.'' And there is certainly no lack 
of things to be done. A good place to 
start is the ''Help Wanted” section-in 


this issue,

“NATALIE’S ROOM"

We have a small, multi-windowed 
room just off our kitchen that we loving- 
ly refer to as "Natalie's Room. ee 
has become a favorite Sunday breakfast 
spot because it offers a superb view of 
the pines and creek that grace our land, 
Natalie Barney's home in Paris had a 
small "pavilion" overlooking a natural 
garden, where she entertained her 
countless friends and lovers. When we 
purchased our home, I remarked to my 
lover that Natalie would have loved the 
small breakfast room--it's been 
"Natalie's Room” ever since. 

Natalie Barney was a poetess and 
a writer, but her notoriety stems more 
from her unquestionably being the 
leading lesbian of her time. She was 
born in Dayton, Ohio, in 1876 and died 
in Paris at the age of 95--a legendary 
figure in France, but almost unknown 
in her native land. 

She is the ''Amazone"’ to which 
Remy de Gourmont addressed his 
"tT ettres A L'Amazone.'' She appears 
as a character in half a dozen works of 
fiction, and her name turns up in scores 
of memoirs. For over sixty years her 
house in Paris was the setting for an 
international salon frequented by many 
of the leading writers, artists, diplo- 
mats and intellectuals of the century, 
including Gertrude Stein, Sacha Guitry, 
Paul Valery, Baron de Rothschild, 
Harold Action, Romaine Brooks, 
Colette, Andre Gide, and Erza Pound. 

Barney was born with every 
advantage: wealth, beauty, magnetism, 
intelligence, talent. In two generations 
her family had gone from an immigrant 
ship and a log cabin in the wilderness 
to luxury liners and a four story 
"cottage" in Bar Harbor, where picnics 


were served by butlers wearing white 
gloves. 

Her lesbian love affairs became 
common knowledge when her first books 
of poems appeared in 1900, and the 
following year a popular novel made her 
even more notorious as the seductress 
of the most desirable woman in Paris, 
Liane dePougy. 

She exercised her powers of 
seduction on every attractive woman, 
it seems, who came within her orbit. 
The list of liaisons and ''demi-liaisons"' 
that she once compiled includes some 
40 names and omits casual affairs 
without number. 

Yet Barney valued friends more 
highly than lovers. The women she 
esteemed may have been her lovers 
once, but they became much more than 
that when passion turned to a deep and 
lasting blend of love and friendship, for 
which no adequate word exists. Women 
like Colette, Eva Palmer Sikelianos, 
Lucie Delarue Mardrus, the Duchess 
deClermont-Tonnerre, Romaine Brooks 
and Gertrude Stein--women of intelli- 
gence, character and talent, her equals 
in every way--became her dear friends 
for life. 

"When it comes to friendship, "' 
she once said, ‘I am very lazy; once I 
confer friendship, I never take it back." 

My thoughts often turn to Barney 
and the era in which she lived. I 
suppose each of us is fascinated with 
certain times in history. For me, Paris 
in the early years of the century, with 
the Left Bank, the ex-patriots and the 
‘Lost Generation’ provides countless 
hours of entertainment, thought and 
fantasy.

Another major function is providing 
information and referral services. This 
might include information on where to 
meet other gay men and women, finding 
Supportive professional services or 
learning about upcoming events at the 
community center. Volunteers were 
trained to deal with these and many other 
kinds of referrals by Margot Hillman of 
Valley Wide Help, the major information 
and referral hotline in the Lehigh Valley. 


Other trainers discussed active 
listening, crisis intervention and ethics 
and professionalism. Role playing gave 
the volunteers practice in handling the 
kinds of calls they will receive, 

After two days of training for six 
hours each day, the volunteers felt 


ready to staff the hotline in a professional 


and effective manner. As a way of thank- 


ing the volunteers, the Lambda Center 
Board of Directors sponsored a dinner 
at the center city apartment of one of the 
directors. 

Fach volunteer will staff the phones 
at least once a month and attend monthly 
supervisory meetings as well. Volun- 
teers will work in pairs to help each 
other learn, for security purposes and 
to ease loneliness between calls. 

It takes eight volunteers to staff 
the hotline one night a week for a month. 
As soon as eight more volunteers can 
be trained, another day will be added 
during the week.

It is due solely to the efforts of 
the first eight volunteers that the hot- 
line has been able to open at all. The 
entire gay and lesbian community owes 
a debt of gratitude to these men and 
women who are giving their time to 
help others.

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After preliminary organizing in May, 
the first meeting of what became Le-Hi- 
Ho was held June 22, 1969, ina private 
residence in Bowmanstown, Lehigh 
County, drawing 27 people from Scranton 
to Lansdale to New Jersey. Of the 27, 
15 became charter members. 

Attendance averaged 15 for sub- 
sequent monthly meetings, held in 
Bowmanstown until November, when 
meetings were moved to an Allentown 
residence. A newsletter was started 
after the very first meeting. 

There was strong feeling to become 
an affiliate of Mattachine, but the name 
Homophile Movement of the Lehigh Valley 
was used until 'LE-HI-HO" became the 
official name of the fledgling organi- 
zation in November. 

In September, a member donated 
150 books as the core of a library. 


The first book ever reviewed in the 
newsletter was Martin Hoffman's The 
Gay World. In October, observers were 
sent to an ECHO (East Coast Homophile 
Organization) conference in Philadelphia 
and the Unitarian Church was first 
approamed as a possible meeting site. 

Other early concerns were bylaws, 
Vietnam draft counseling and support 
consideration for an annual June cele- 
bration in New York City to be called 
“Christopher Street Liberation Day" 
to replace the traditional July 4 gay 
demonstrations held in Philadelphia in 
previous years. 

The newsletter that Fall made note 
of support given to its distribution by 
The Rendezvous Bar on North Sixth 
Street and also that the best local source 
of gay books was The Renaissance Book 
Shop on Bethlehem's South Side.
